Office of Native Affairs and Policy Annual Report: The Office of Native Affairs and Policy will 
present a report on the Commission’s work with Tribal Nations and Native communities in 2012, 
highlighting regulatory and Tribal consultation efforts, and providing examples of projects expanding the 
reach of voice, broadband, and radio broadcast services.
